As many as ſhall think fit to peruſe it, will here 
find recommended two of the greateſt Examples of Zeal 
and Piety; of Patience and (onStancy ; the firſt Chri- 
ſtian Martyr St. Stephen, and the firſt Chriſtian 
Prince who ever ſealed bis Religion with his Blood ; 
concerning whom, T hope I have ſaid enough to con- 
vince the Reader, that Death and the Grave have no 
power over' his immortal Name ; that the ſharpeſt 
Sword of his mo$t malicious Enemies cannot wound it, 
nor the venom of Adders poyſon it. - His Body lyes 
buried in a peaceable obſcurity, but His Fame is 
Immortal like i:4s Soxl, and his righteouſneſs ſhall be 
had in everlaſting remembrance ; and that his Enemies 
arenow as ridiculous and vile, as they would have 
rendred the Chriſtian Religion. God hath ſhewed 
them to the World, to be the very Perſons they were, 
and the ſubtile Artifices of their wicked Contrivances, 
upon which they wrote his Name, to be the Suggeſti- 
ons of their Father the Devil ; he hath reſcued his, 
and the King's Glory, out of their Hands ; nor ſhall 
they be able again to inveſt Impiety and Injuſtice with 
the Titles of his Providence and Spirit. T hope, we 
ſhall riever live to ſee the Defender of the Faith any 
more deſtroyed for Conſcience-ſake, as we did that 
Glorious Martyr, of whom the World was not worthy. 
His Blood does ſtill run in your Royal Veines ; - and 
Jyor-have'prov'd your ſelf to have ſuch an eminent ſhare 
of his Piety hitherto, that we have no reaſon to queſtt-

RF when Anthony brought Ceſars bloody Rohe 
& into the Market-place, the People were 
obſerved by the Orater to be in a tumult, 
and ſo paſltgnately. afteQed, »t nor gcciſus 
Cj 9 ofe Ceſar, ſed tunc maxime occidj videre- 
tur, that they. looked not upon his murder, as a thing 

B already 
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already done and paſs'd, but as if he were now bleeding 
under the 'Parricid's hands; then ſure, if we are not 
that Duram genus which Ovid fancies, nor thoſe Chil- 
dren which were raiſsd up to Abraham of Stones ; it will 
not be poflible for »-e to mention without horror, nor 
yet for yo to remember without aſtoniſhment, ' that exe- 
crable thing which was as on this day done among us. 
That, which we are now met to commemorate, is the 
greateſt viime which was ever ſacrificed to divine Ven- 
geance, ſince Chriſt himſelf, in ſo ignoble a way : for 
| the moſt Glorious Sun that ever ſhon in the Firmament 
of the Brittiſh Throne, was this day turd to blood; the 
mortality of our moſt Gracious, Soveraign Lord, 
CHARLES the Firſt, Crown'd with Martyr- 
dome; the relation whereof (if I could ſuppoſe it were 
not ſtill freſh in your memories) though but weak{yper- 
formed, would certainly be a' very forcible argument, to 
engage you to that humiliation, which 1s juſtly to be 
expected from you; But, alas, I may eafily be confident, 
that you have a/ ſadly felt the incomparable ſmart of 
that fatal blow, it being the heavieſt ſtroak that ever 
did hight upon a diſtratted Kingdom, and of ſuch per- 
nicious conſequences, that the Children that are yet 
unborn, may have abundant reaſon to curſe thoſe un- 
parrallel'd villaryes that gave it. 

The Noble Army of Martyrs is the ſupreme of all 
Orders m the Church, both Militant and Triumphant ; 
and he who was lately Ours is now a Prince of ther, 
whoſe paſſion we are now met on this fatal day to ce- 
lebrate, as that which deſerves : to have the greateſt 
price ſet upon it, next to that of our Saviour, for as 
no vollyes of perſecutions (though — ſo thick 
as God knows they were againſt _ _ d drive him 
from the maintenance of his SyubjeFs Rights and Liber- 
ties ;, ſo was he a Defender of the true Catholick — 

olick 
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Tolick, Faith indeed, for he went with it to the Staf- 
fold and took his death upon it, and I perſwade my. 
ſelf; I am now ſpeaking to thoſe, ſome of whoſe pex- 
ſrve Souls have not yet left off their Cloſe mourning tor 
It, 

He humbled himſelf to death, even to the death upon 
the Block, for the joy that was ſet before hins he enduredthe 
bloody ſtroak of the Axe and deſpiſed the ſhame, in the 
bope and comfort of a bleſſed reſurreFion he layd down 
his head and dyed iz the Lordand for him, the Royal Mar- 
tyr followed the Captain of our Salvation, that he might 
be made perfeF through ſufferings; and as Chriſt, though 
he could, with leſs than a word, have diſpatched his O/- 
fenders quick into Hell, yet never ſo much as oper'd his 
mouth, ſave only to pray that they might be forgiven, and 
that the extreme a& of their malice might be the only 
means of their Salvation : ſo, though the King had a 
Spirit not to be outbrav'd with the Terror of an Executi- 
on, yet did not their cruelty, exceed the meaſures of his 
charity, who call*d for no fire from Heaven, but that of Di- 
vine love, to burn up his unnatural. Subjefts hatred and 
animoſities to each other ; this great and Chriſtian Anti- 
dote he had againſt their malice, and what a Royal re- 
venge his charity gave him upon and victory over his enc- 
mies, let ſome of his laſt words convince you. 

« Þ bleſi God, I pray not ſo much that this bitter cup of 
« 2 wiolent death may paſs from- me, as that, that of his 
« wrath may paſs from all thoſe, whoſe hands by deferting 
& me are ſprinkled, or by afing and conſenting to my death 
.* are imbrued in my blood. 

Whilſt therefore I am to diſcourſe, of theſe laſt words 
of the firit Chriſtian Martyr St. Stephen, who was one 
of the 70 Diſciples, choſen by Chriſt to. be a Coadjutor 
to his Apoſtles, in the work of the Miniſtry, a Perſon 
every way qualified with Zeal and Piety tor the ſervice

of the Church, whoſe Crows of Glory 1s platted in his 


name: t am ſure, I ſhall not be to ſeek for a Paraleh, 

His caſe was this, his enraged Enemies not only ſought 
his blood, but with an impatient and miſguided Zeal they 
ſhed it, and yet he not only pardon'd them himſelf, but 
with bended knees and ane loud wvoyce (arguing the inten- 
tion of his Spirit) he yu to God to pardon them 3 
which ſpeaks him full of Faith and the Holy Ghoſt : Our Sa- 


 viour did the ſame before him, our Soveraign of bleſſed 


Memory, fince him. And he kneel'd down, and cryed 
with-a loud voyce, Lord, lay not this ſinto their charge, and 
when he had ſaid this, he fell aſleep. 

I have a large Field, to lead you over, and that an 
Arceldamaa Field of blood, a Tragical Theme to diſcourſe 
of; in which I ſhall make no longer ſtay, then only ta 
ſhew you theſe following particulars, reducible to 3 ge- 
neral heads, the Preface, the Prayer and the Date of 1t, 

In the Preface there are 3 things obſervable. 

I. The Petitioner, to whom the Pronoun He refers us,St. 
Stephen, whoſe konour, 1 have not now leiſure to blazor, 
nor yet to make that ju5# report, which another time 
might challenge me to do of him, who firſt paſs'd through 
the red Sea of Martyrdome, and ſuffered tor our Saviour 
3 years after him; the moſt gloriows performance,of which 
a creature is capable, and the moſt advartagioxs too: For 
if he who gives a Cxp of cold Water ſhall not loſe his re- 
ward, no doubt but he ſhall find it who gives a draught of 
warm blood, and that his heart-blood too 3 and therefore 
the Primitive Martyrs counted it as their higheſt prefer- 
ment, | 
2. The Humility of his poſture, when he pray'd for 
kimfelf ke ftood, but as if his Ememties Souls were dearer to 
him than his own, our humble (applicant falls ex 47s krees 
tor them; and be knecld down, | ; 

3. The fervency of his Spirit argacd from his hearty and

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zealous outcry. His voyce was not ſo low before for him- 

ſelf, but that 'tis now as high for them; he had need cry a- 

loud indeed who intercedes forthe Pardon of ſuch a crying 
ſin as theirs: for he who bottles up his Servants tears, will un- 
doubtedly make an account of their blood, the Tongue 

nary always hoarſe. Abels cryes ſtil}, ({oI fear does the 
ings.) nor will St. Stephens eaſily befilenced at his greateſt 
inſtance: And therefore when he kneel'd and pray for his 
murderers, it was, ſaid in the Text, with a loud VoJce, 
In the Prayer we mult alſo obſerve 3 things. 

_ 1, SubjeFum cui,the party to whomitis direfted,to hin 
who had ſo lately ſuffered PA and before him, to his and 
our Lord, the Lord Teſws. 

_ 2. SubjeFum dequo; the perſons for whom he inter- 
cedes,when he loud ſcarce gain timeto think of his friexds, 
he is praying for his Enemies. Lyramus laith, that in ſome 
copies 'tis added, for they know not what they do; but for the 
moſt part they were mov'd (like the Kings Enemies) more 
by paſſzon than ignorance, and even that ignorance of many 
was prave diſpoſitionis, cauſed by a preceding malice :For 
a were cutt to the heart, they gnaſhd on him with their 
teeth, 
the gracious Meſlages of the martyr d King) and ran npon 
him with one accord and ſton'd him ;, and yet he knew not 
how to be angry with them,for taking away his Temporal, 
becaufe they haſtned his Eterral happineſs. Eternal Life 
was the Crown of ſuch a ſuffering, but Eternal death the 
wages,of ſuch a ſi 3 which that 1t might not be the portion

Subjetam circa quod, the ſubject watter of his re- 
ueſt, or that which he craves in their behalf is Pardon. 
E not this ſin to their charge. He dces not pray to God, 
not to repute it a ſin, it were impoſlible for the juſt Judge 
to juſtifie ſuch . an »1juſt aTior , but that he would rot 
impute it to them. God isnot like men, apt to forget ſins, 
as ſoon as they are committed, he beholdeth miſchief and 
wrong, and he writes bitter things againſt them , nor will 
he.quickly blot them out of the Book of his remembrance, 
And though he do not always /et looſe his Thunder to 
ſtrike thoſe mer of blood, to whom his ſevereſt Venge- 
ance is due 3, yet we know not upon what S7rapado their 
ſouls are ſometimes toſt, in what a continual Allarum that 
fury keeps their Conſciences, and what an Hell they have 
within them; nor will God, who now walks »por: the 
face of the waters, that his footſteps are not ſeen, ſuffer this 
his forbearance to paſs for a payment, for when he makes 
inquiſition for blood , he. will remember it. St. Stepherr 
knew, that whilſt his Enemies continued in their wicked- 
neſs without repentance, it would be in vain to dream 
of any device to tye the hand of an Almighty Vengeance, 
from ſeizing on them. Chrii# hath not born the fins of 
the impenitent z they themſelves muſt : he therefore prays 
for their faith and repentance, that ſo they may be reſto- 
red to Gods favour, who were under his wrath, that the 


hand-writing which was iflued out againſt them might be 


canceld, and that God in Chriſt would in mercy recon- 
cile them to himſelf; this 3» Heaven is calld a not impu- 


ting of ſin, and in the Souls of ſinful men, 'tis a reconcilia- 


tion of their rebellious natures to truth and goodneſs. 

3. Laſtly we are to obſerve the Date and timing of his 
Petitions 'twas in the extremity of his Paſſion, for when he 
had ſaid this, he fell aſleep, Obdormivit in Domino-——ho-

* Theſe and more mcidental Circumſtances are full of fuch 
variety with which I might pardonably entertain you at 
any time but thisz to wear out any part whereof, in ſuch 
unneceſlary diverſcors, as might call me off from this e- 
lencholly folemnity, would, I am ſure, be too groſs an abuſe 
of your patience, and of this ſolemn day of Humiliation ; in 
which if I ſhall chance to give you Epimetronti, ſomething 
more than the meaſure of an ordinary Sermon upon ſuch 
an Extraordinary Theme end Time: at leaſt, when your 
patiencegives me over, endyrethe reſt. as an eaſfe Penance 
tor the heavy Sin of the day, 
 AndI hope you will not think that I ſhake hands with 
my Text, whilſt [ take this j»ſ# occaſfox of ſhowing you, 
how wellitdoes accord with the Time, comparing the E- 
ternal itain of this day, with the Si# of that, and the gyr/t 
of the Regicides, with that of the Fews 3 by which we may 
bethe better convinced, that, as the King himf6If of his 
Princely Pity to us did, ſo had we need to cry aloud for 
our Pardon, humbhag our ſelves, and renouncing that 
abhorred murder, of Gods Arointed Servyd/#, and' our 
lawful Soveraign 3 leaſt when he come to make ies 
for Blood, his innocent Royal blood be till juſtly re- 
quired ofus and our Poſterities. 

Now though the Charitable Martyr hid his Enemies ſin, 
in ſuch a terminxs diminuens, asthe cloſe Phraſe of this ſir: ; 
yet, the faithful Miniſter may not: 'tis for him, to ſearch 
it, that he may ſee, whether it be not like that of Civ, 

ater than could be forgiven. 

The ſi therefore, though but expreſsd in two words, 
muſt be explair?d in many more, 'tis a comprehenſfioe Villany, 
its nameis Legion; never any fin had fo great a train of 
Hell as this; it is like a Mathematick Line diviſible, iz 
ſemper diviſibilia; 1 fhall but reckon up its Aggravations,

which | would be loath tobe of Rebe{/on; and yet ſhould 
we ſtrain courteſie with this, the moſt playſeble term we 
could give it, would be Murder; a ſin which like an. 
armed Gyant, will firſt or laſt ſet upon its Authors, and 
-rend them with inward torments. And 'tis therefore above 
all other fins, ſo hedg'd about with Thornes, even in this 
life, *tis ten to one but Vengeance meets it. 'Tis ſcelws in 
fandum, a- wickedneſs too-great for any expreſſion. 

The A@ 3t ſelf is abominable, but the Obje# makes it 
execrable; a (in out of meaſure ſinful ; ſuch a ſtupendious 
Villany it was,as our poſterity will hardly find Faith enough 
to-beheve. ?Tis the Murder, not of a private 2a; but 
ofa King, the beſt of men. And if Alexanders killing of 
Caliſthenes, wasin Seneca's Judgment crimen £ternmm,what 
ſhall ſo damnable a Paracide, this Regicide, bein ours? If 
ever any Corps deſerved to {wimin Teares, 'twas his. And 
it, ever any. Villany did match that of the Jews, in the Cru- 
catying of Our S4vioxr, 'twas theirs, in the Beheading of 
Our mot graciowus Sovereign: For he was not ſuch a Pha+ 
roab to-us, as tochange a Kingdom of Free-men, into an 
Houſe of Bondage. He neither enſlaved:us in our Perſons, 
Labours, Poſſeſſions nor Underſtandings ;, (and 'tis a great 
Truth, which may be ſaid without danger of Flattery, that 
His Son walkes xr be him) nay. ſo much greater was His 
care for. #5. than himſelf, that. how much ſoever our ex- 
croaching fingers itch'd to be tampring with his Prerogative; 
(as they {till do with His Sos) he took care, we ſhould 
be abridged 70 /iberty of the SubjedF, unleſs it were a Licence 
of deſtroying. our ſelves: (of which, we in this Age ſeem as 
ond, as1in the lait,) and fo far was He from invading our 
Rights, that none was ever ſo forward to part with his own, 

(in 
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(in which,I pray God, His Son, Our gracious Soveraign walk 
not too much after him) diminiſhing 1t in ſo many particu- 
lars, asleft him open at laſt to the =_ of all the reſt. 


Witneſs the Petition of Right, paſſed by him, in June, 
1628, An A& f ſuch Royal grace, as might eaſily have put 
us into an extaly of admiration : In ſo much as that when 
he paſſed that Bil, he almoſt dealt with his People, as Tra- 
jan did with his Pretorian prefefF, put his Sword into their 
hands, and bid them ule it for hz», 1t he ruled well, if not, 
againit him; heated rather like a Steward forhis people, 
than'a' Lord over them ;, and ſo would his Sor do too, if 
we would let him. | 

Had he without any tryal of Law, made his pleaſure pas 
for Sentence, and lop'd off theſe rebe/ious Members,and the 
reſt of the Senators heads as —_— did Poppyes. Had he 
made them fee! ſuch times as Tacitxs delcribes, where 0 
man durit be vertuoys leaſt he ſhould be thought to out- 
brdve his Prince; and yet tocomplain of their hard uſage 
had been Capital, and had his SubjeFs like Naboth been 5to- 
ned for their Vineyards, they might have: uſed the Churches 
arms, Prayersand Tears; not Swerds or Guns, asthey did 
againſt him: ©© but God knows, 'ſo fur was hefrom bearing 
« juſtly the wait load and guilt of all that blood which had 
« been ſhed in our unhappy Wars, which ſome men would needs 
* charge upon him, to eaſe their own Souls; that he was ever- 
&* more 4jraid, to take away any mans Life unjuitly, than to 
& loje his own. He reſiited our enemies to the blood, and choſe 
to loſe His own Head, rather than oze hair ihould fall from 
ours : $0 that next to God and his good Angels, we were 
mit beholding to him for 'our fatery. Rerum prima Salus 
& una Ceſar. He was indeed the Tutelar Angel of his 3 
Kingdoms, whom when God called to himſelf; he quickly 
ſent a deitroying Angel among us. 

And yet ſuch was the torchineſs of thoſe times (and-1t 
more than begins to be the fame 1n theſe) © that, though he 
« intended, not only to oblige his friguds, but his enemies alſo, 
« being perſwaged that he could neither grant too much, nor 
* diſtruit too little; yet his matchlcls favours did rather

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-xaſperate than win them, their poyſoned hearts turning all 
to. venome. | 
The Martyr ſaw it clearly before he dyed, and His Sor 
cannot chooſe but ſee itnow : that alice is not abated by 
time, nor appeafed by any:good turns: And that the Prifice 
who wauld be wary of conſpirators, ſhould be moſt jca- 
lous of thoſe, to whom he has afforded moſt favours. With 
what »zonſtroms ingratitude was his indulgence repayed ? 
whilſt it toxced him *to obſerve, 'that bis letting ſome men 
«90 np to thepinacle of the Temple,was atemptation to then, 
« to cait him down headlong;, and that others bydropicke in- 
® ſatiableneſs, learned to thirit the more by kow nmch the more 
« they drank: in jo much that the fountain of his | Rogal boun- 
© ty coild not ſati#fie them. An Epidemical diſeaſe 1t is,which 
rages as much among the people of this age, as of the laif. 
Nor is it any wonder, that he did not anſwer the unrea- 
fonable expeQations of theſepeople: Forthe leaſt they ex- 
peQted 'from him, was to ſacrifice his Honour, break his 
Oath, and to give up the Government, and with it, his faſt- 
eſt friends as.a vitime tothe fury of his fierceſt-Enennes, 
and.to violate his conſcience 1n the breach of thoſe Laws, 
which he had ſworn to maintain 3 which were to have made 
bimfelf ſecond 1n a fault, which the impartial world con- 
demn'din them, as the firſt and principal offenders. 

Caſt but aneye upon his coxceſſzorrs, and you ſhall quick- 
ly perceive, that never any villains were brib'd into murder, 
at ſo cheap arate, and with(o little colour of provocation 
asthey. (Il muſt always except their zpenitent off ſpring.) 

Was their quarrel commencd for the true Proteitant Re- 
Ligion 2 So-was his to the death, when he provd: himſelf to 
have Defender of the Faithamong his Titles, more by de- 
fert than inheritance. Was it for the Priviledges of Parlia- 
ment 2 he thought nothing too honourable for them but 
Majeſty, and 'tis to be hop'd, they will be taxght to be con- 
tent without that itil. Did they aim at the liberty of the Sub- 
je@? Sodid He: Unleſs they meant the licentionſneſs of the 
rabble, which open'd the flood-gates to that impetuows tor- 
rent, which carryed down the Government of Church and 
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Stete, of Soveraignty, Prelacy and Peerage. Did they 
Stand up forthe Laws of the Land > Sodid he,' and fel for 
them too 5 ſo will neither they nor their offfþring do. Was 
it for the right adminiſtration of Fuſtice > Where and when 
did they ever know it in greater perfeF;ou than in his 
Reign? If peace andplenty could haveſtopd their mouths, 
Heaven had prevented their clamours againſt him : for in 
no Kings Rezgx were the Commons in greater wealth, the 
Nobility more honoured, or the Clergylels wrong'd. And 
if /;berty of Conſcience was the thing they apes v: for,(the 
common Vouchee of all National quarrels) when he him- 
felf wanted it, he was oi? ready to,give it 3 andſo might 
have ſaid in theſe points to them, as St. Paul to the rcſt of 
the Apoſtles, that 3n all theſe things. ke had labenr'd more 4- 
bundantly than they all, for which, he will always have, his 
Chair of State in every Loyal breaſs. 

He was indeed a Prince,whoſe fupereminent Graces were Heb. 11. 33. 
ſuch, as became God's Deputy; of whons the World was not 
worthy, Tam ſure, not theſe 17grateful Iſſands: whether he 
were a better King or Chriſtian, more. iunocent \n his doing 
or patient in his ſufferings, is not eafie todetermine. Natws 
erat in Exemplar, he was born for a Preſident of goodneſ , 
his Great example was both a Law and a demoxitration,and 
his chaſte life a dayly Sermon againſt his laStful Exemies. 
His Parts and Piety, his Reajon and Religion were beyond 
any but. his own expreſſion. Nor did ever any Age, ſince 
our Saviour's Paſhon, furniſh the World with ſo great az: 
example of Patience and Conſtancy, as that which he this 
day ſet us. 

But why (ould I praiſe him to- you, who are ſo much 
the more miſerable in the loſs of bim,by how much the more 
you knew him? What Gifts and Graccs were iz him, as he 
uſed themſolet ws aſcribe them to the King of all Glory.

Omnnes ſub eo & ipſe ſnub nullo, niſi tantum ſub Deo, ſalth Bra- 
Gon, who was Lord Chief Juſtice in King Henry the thirds 
time ſo that their crime was both «natural and: illegal, 
even by th# very Law, by which they intended to hojd 
and defend their own lives and liberties. 

Nay (o it hkewiſe was, by that Eternal Law of God, to 
which: -ro5#- of theri have already, and the reſt mult ere long 
ſabmit their fouls; and of this I the rather ſpeak, becauſe the 
Devil of Rebellron transformed himelf into an Angel of Re- 
formation, and 1s —_— to play the ſame Game over a.

mult be feteh'd from their School! Divinity, trom whence 
Chriſtianity received its bane. Rebellion under pretence 
of Religion}; is the vertical point of Feſuitiſir, the top branch
